This
morning there was laid out on the vari-
ous tables and desks in the library, a
magnificent collection of gifts, ranging
in interest and value from the beautiful
things brought to the President and
Mrs. Roosevelt, by the Secretary of War

Woman Opposed
To Mr. Chamterlain

London, Dec. 10.~

O one takes a keener interest in

the fiscal controversy started by

Joseph Chamberiain thap Mrs.

Cobdenn Unwin. She is the wife

of the well-known London publisher, T.

Fisher Unwin, and a daughter of Rich-

ard Cobden, the great apostle of free

trade, who did vastly more than any

other one man to bring zbout the re-
peal of the corn liws in 1846

As the daughter of such a man she is
paturally strongly opposed to Mr
Chamberiain’s propaganda for the tax-
aticn of focd products and a modified
form of protection. Ner is she content
with being a passive orponent of the
Birmingham statesman’s policy. In the
recent parliamentarr contest at Hor-
sham, an electoral district in which
Cobden wus born and long resided, she
actively espoused the cause of the Lib-
eral cardidate, L. R. Erskine, against
Viscount Turnour, who represented the
Conservative party plus the Chamber-
lain policy.

Got Out 0ld@ Men.

Mrs. Cobden Unwin particularly
busied herself in bringing to the pelis
¢ld@ men who still retained vivid reeol-
lections of the hunger and hardships
they endured before Cobden won his
{ree trade fight. She got them to tel®
their stories of those gloomy times, and
cited them befors audiences aus Hving
witnesses of the evils that might again
be wrought by a return to a policy of
protection.

Lord Tournour was elected, but as his
majority in a Conservative stronghold
was 790 less than the successful Con-
servative candidate had received in the
last electicn, in which the representation
had been contested, Mrs. Unwin regarded
it as a vindication of Cobdenism rather
than a victory for a revival of the pol-
icy which he so strenuously fought.

To a work just published, entitled
“The Hungry Forties,” which gives the
personal experiences of living survivors
of that period of stified revolt and semi-
starvation, Mrs. Unwin has contrivouted
an interesting introductory chapter. It
consists in the main of interviews ob-
tained by Mrs. Unwin with old residents
of the neighborhood, in which Mr. Cob-
den lived. Here are some sample ex-
iracts from one of them.

It is David Miles, an ancient laborer
of the village of Heychott who is talk-
ing, and no doubt American Pretection-
ists will be able to discount what he
says to their own satisfactien. Says
David:
